Milver in Vo‘eca"ic Ash. 

Prof. Mallet has analyzed a speci- 
men of vdlcanic ash collected on the 
Pacific coast in Ecuador, 120 miles 
west of Cotopaxi. The ash fell on July 
23, 1885, and formed a deposit to the 
depth of several inches. The interest- 
ing features in the composition of the 
material was the presence of a small 
amount of silver, probably as silver 
chloride. Several experiments showed 
that silver was present to the extent 
of one part in 83,600 of ash. This is 
the first time that silver has been 
identified in material ejected from a 
volcano.
